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INTRODUCTION 


I am delighted to present the Environment and Natural Resources Division's annual 
Statistical report for fiscal year 1992. 


Information in this report was extracted from the Attorney Timekeeping System, which 
contains time billed on cases and categories by attorneys and paralegals, and the Lands Docket 
Tracking System (LDTS), a comprehensive information system which tracks all Division cases 
and matters from the time of inception through final disposition. 


The report begins with a summary of significant achievements and accomplishments of 
the Environment Division for fiscal year 1992 and is followed by monetary awards in civil and 
criminal cases and appellate outcomes. The report continues with detailed data relating to 
openings, closings, and filings. How the Division spends its time is then identified by statute, 
case type, client agency, aiui district for each of the sections. Cases with most time billed in 
fiscal year 1992 is provided as well. The report concludes with an analysis of the average time 
the Division can reasonably expect certain types of cases to remain active. 


As illustrated in this report, the Environment Division, along with the United States 
Attorneys’ Offices and our client agencies, can be proud of the many accomplishments this year. 
Among other things, fiscal year 1992 represents the first time in history in which the courts 
awarded over $2 billion in fines, penalties, and other assessments. In addition, fiscal year 1992 
produced the sizeable win in the Exxon Valdez litigation, as well as increases in favorable 
rulings by the trial and appellate courts in other cases. 


These achievements could not have been possible without the dedication, hard work and 
perseverance of all Division employees and the combined litigation effort of the talented and 
experienced personnel in the United States Attorneys’ Offices and our client agencies.

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THE DIVISION 


The Environment and* Resources Division, formerly known as the Land and 
Natural Resources Division, was on November 16, 1909, as the Public Lands Division. 
For the first fifty years, the Divisi n was primarily concerned with federal lands, 
water disputes. As the notion grew and developed, the Di ’S areas of 
responsibility expanded to include litigation concerning the protection, use and development of 
the nation s natural resources and public lands, wildlife protection, Indian rights and claims, 
cleanup of the nation’s hazardous waste sites, the acquisition of private property for federal use, 
and defense of environmental challenges to government programs and activities. Staffing over 
600 employees in Washington, D.C., Anchorage, Chicago, Denver, Sacramento, San Francisc 
and Seattle, the Division is the nation’s environmental lawyer, and the largest environment 


firm in the country. (See the following chart for an allocation of these positions.) 


The Division is organized into nine litigating sections with different areas of expertise and 
an Executive Office. The Appellate Section handles appeals culminating from the litigating 
sections, as well as various matters originating in the courts of appeals, and assists the Solicitor 
General when the Division’s cases reach the Supreme Court. Environmental litigation is handled 
principally in the Environmental Crimes Section which prosecutes criminal environmental cases, 
the Environmental Defense Section which defends EPA’s rulemakings and administrative actions 
against challenge and defends all agencies of the government in litigation under the pollution 
control laws, and the Environmental Enforcement Section which enforces the nation’s 
environmental laws. The General Litigation Section conducts prosecutorial and defensive 
litigation involving federal property and natural resources not subject to one of the Division's 
specialized sections, and defends claims filed by Indian tribes against the United States. Indian 
litigation is also handled in the Indian Resources Section which litigates either to defend Indian 
interests or prosecutes on their behalf. The acquisition of property for Congressionally 
authorized purposes is handled by the Land Acquisition Section. Providing policy formulation 
and advice on legislation is the Policy, Legislation, and Special Litigation Section which serves 
as special counsel to the Assistant Attorney General, acts as liaison with interagency working 
groups, monitors citizen suits under the environmental laws and participates as amicus curige, 
when appropriate. Prosecuting and defending criminal and civil cases arising under the federal 
fish and wildlife laws is the Wildlife and Marine Resources Section. Lastly, the Executive Office 
serves as administrator to the Division on financial management, personnel, automated systems, 
debt collection, litigation support, space acquisition and management, and ,rocurement.

SIGNIFICANT ACHIEVEMENTS AND 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


WORKLOAD 


° On September 30, 1992, the Division had 15,017 
pending cases and matters, including 792 cases 
on appeal. There were 3,448 new cases and 
matters received during the year, and 5,548 
cases and matters closed. 


During FY92, 1,657 civil and criminal actions 
were filed (both defensive and affirmative), 
including 427 condemnation proceedings, 342 
General Litigation cases, and 300 Environmental 
Enforcement cases.

JUDGMENTS & SETTLEMENTS 


During FY92, awards in civil affirmative 
litigation produced $384 million in debts owed 
the United States. This included $197.2 million 
in Superfund cost recovery (exclusive of interest), 
$60.4 million in civil and stipulated penalties (the 
largest figure ever reported), of which $1.3 
million was awarded in citizen enforcement suits; 
$72.1 in natural resource damages; $23.5 million 
in cost recovery to the Corps of Engineers for a 
construction project in State of Oklahoma; $16 
million in uncollectible penalties in fire 


suppression and surface mining cases; $9.7 
million in interest, attorneys’ fees, court costs, 
damages, royalty payments and other fees; and 
$5 million in damages awarded to the United 
States on behalf of various Indian tribes for 
destruction to Indian tribal lands. An additional 
sum of $851 million was awarded for natural 
resource damages resulting from the Exxon 
Valdez oil spill (including $699.9 million owed 
jointly to the United States and the State of 
Alaska, $93 million owed directly to the court 
registry for later disbursement, and $58 million 
owed to the State of Alaska); and $10.5 million 
was awarded to various States in penalties, 
interest, cost recovery, and damages. This 
represents a total of $1.2 billion in awards for 
civil affirmative litigation. 


In addition to awards to governmental entities, 
during FY92, - defendants in Environmental 
Enforcement cases were ordered to spend an 
additional $893.7 million in clean-up activities, 
bringing the total value for civil affirmative 
litigation to over $2 billion. 


For criminal cases handled in the Environmental 
Crimes and Wiidlife and Marine Resources 
Sections, a total of $163.5 million in fines, 
restitution, and special assessments was rendered 
in FY92, including $125 million ($50 million to 
the State of Alaska) which was awarded in the 
Exxon Valdez litigation. In addition, there were 
255 indictments/informations ffiled, 153 
pleas/convictions and 81 years’ incarceration 
time imposed (including supervised release time). 


° During FY92, the Land Acquisition Section 
handled just compensation claims of over $119.4 
million for properties comprised of approximately 
31,680 acres, which government contract 
appraisers valued at $56.9 million. This 
difference was the critical issue in the Section’s 
lawsuits. Courts awarded judgments in these 
cases totaling $73.4 million, representing a 
savings to the United States of $46 million of the 
$62.5 million at issue. 


COLLECTIONS 


Debts collected by in-house staff and client 
agencies fur FY92 totaled $212 million (civil and 
criminal), compared with FY91 collections of 
$106.5 million. This represents ar increase in 
staff and agency collections of $105.5 million. 


° Debts collected by in-house staff for FY92 
amounted to $89.5 million (civil and criminal), 
compared with FY91 collections of $5.7 million, 
an increase of $83.8 million. Of that amount, 
$24.5 million was collected for natural resource 
damages in the Exxon Valdez civil litigation, and 
$63 million was collected in criminal fines and 
restitution in the same case. 


° Agency collections of Environment Division debts 
for FY92 amounted to $122.5 million (civil and 
criminal), compared with FY91 agency 
collections of $100.8 million. This represents an 
increase in agency collections this fiscal year of 
$21.7 million. 


° During FY92, attorneys and paralegals billed 
463,570.75 hours prosecuting civil and criminal 


affirmative cases. The total time billed for all 
cases and matters during this period was 753,432 
hours. Thus, affirmative litigation consumed 
62% of the total time worked by attorneys and 
paralegals. By way of comparison, affirmative 
litigation comprises only 28% of the entire 
caseload of the Division. Yet, a disproportionate 
amount of time is billed to these types of cases, 
as compared with other case types. 


During FY92, 564,810.75 hours were billed to 
cases referred by the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Department of the Interior. This 
represents 75 percent of the total case time 
expended by the attorneys and paralegals in the 
Division. 


CASES AND MATTERS 


- Civil Affirmative Litigation -- 

United States v. Exxon Corporation and Exxon 
Shipping Company (D. Ak.) -- On October 8, 

1991, the United St-tes District Court for the 
District of Alaska entered the consent decree 
settling the United States’ claims for violations of 
the Clean Water Act, in conjunction with the 
massive Exxon Valdez oil spill in Alaska’s 
pristine Prince William Sound in 1989. Under 
the agreements, the defendants are required to 
pay a total of at least $900 million to the United 
States and the State of Alaska, to reimburse all of 
the governments’ cleani;p and damage assessment 
costs and to restore, replace, or acquire the 
equivalent of the natural resources affected by 
the spill. This amount will be paid over 10 
years, reflecting the governments’ expectation 
that the restoration will require many years of 
effort. The decree also contains a “reopener" 
provision requiring Exxon to pay up to an 
additional $100 million to the governments for 
restoration of presently unknown and 


unanticipate §_ ‘ury to populations, species, or 
habitats. The decree further requires Exxon to 
perform any oil spill cleanup work remaining to 
be done in accordance with the governments’ 
direction. To date, Exxon has paid the initial 
$90 million due under the civil decree. 


United States v. Montrose Chemical Corp, (C.D. 
Cal.) -- On August 10, 1992, counsel for the 
parties settled the liability of over 150 local 
government entities in this action. The litigation 
was brought on behalf of federal and State 
natural resource trustees, seeking damages under 
Section 107(a)(4)(c) of the Comprehensive 
Environmental Response, Compensation and 
Liability Act (CERCLA) for injury to natural 
resources from DDT and PCB contamination in 
the ocean near Los Angeles. The suit also 
includes a second claim for relief brought by the 
United States on behalf of EPA for response costs 
in connection with the Montrose Chemical 
Corporation Plant Site, an NPL-listed Superfund 
site. Under the proposed consent decree, these 
entities will pay the trustees $42.4 million for 
natural resources damages in five installments 
over the next 4 years. They will also make one 
payment of $3.5 million to EPA for response 
costs at the site. 


United States v. Fisher (S.D. Fla.) -- On July 23, 
1992, the United States District Court granted 


the United States’ application for a preliminary 
injunction against Melvin A. Fisher, Kane Fisher 
and Salvors, Inc. The defendants are shipwreck 
treasure hunters and operate their company, 
Salvors, Inc., out of Key West, Florida. This 
action was initiated in April 1992 when the 
United States filed a complaint and an 
application for preliminary injunction against the 
defendants for violations of the Marine 
Protection, Research, and Sanctuaries Act 
(MPRSA). The defendants blasted 100 holes in 
the seabed in the Coffins Patch area of the 
Florida Keys National Marine Sanctuary in their 
search for treasure during January through April 
1992. The court recommended barring the 


defendants from using prop wash deflectors in the 
sanctuary, but did not recommend barring 
defendants from using other salvage techniques in 
the sanctuary. 


Multi-Industry Enforcement Initiative -- In 
September 1992, the Environmental Enforcement 
Section participated in an EPA/DQJ initiative 
against three industries found by EPA to have the 
highest incidence of noncompliance with 
environmental statutes. Thirteen separate civil 
judicial cases in eleven states were filed and/or 
settled with pulp and paper manufacturers and 
metal manufacturers and smeliers. The final 
component, involving organic’ metals 
manufacturers, was entirely administrative and 
handled by EPA. The total money recovered thus 
far amounts to $5.8 million. 


In re National Gypsum Co, -- (N.D. Tex.) On 
May 28, 1991, the United States filed a proof of 
claim in this bankruptcy action to recover past 
costs and natural resource damages associated 
with seven facilities at which National Gypsum 
was an owner, generator, or operator. During 
FY92, the United States recovered $850,000 for 
five facilities in which National Gypsum had 
minimal involvement. As to the two remaining 
operable sites, the Environmental Enforcement 
Section had its first estimation hearing in 
bankruptcy which culminated in the resolution of 
EPA past and future response costs and natural 
resource damages and an award of $9.7 million. 
In addition, National Gypsum has agreed in 
principle to include in its reorganization plan an 
additional million dollars in unsecured claims for 
one of the sites and to pay $2 million in cash and 
allow an additional unsecured claim in the 
amount of $10 million for the other site. A 
settlement is now being finalized. 


United States v. Butte Water Co, (D. Mont.) -- 
On December 20, 1991, the United States filed 
suit against Butte Water Company for 
enforcement of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 
seeking an injunction and civil penalties for 


violations of the National Primary Drinking 
Water regulations. On May 31, 1992, the United 
States filed an application for a pre-judgment 
writ to garnish the proceeds of the sale of the 
assets of the Butte Water Company 
(approximately $3 million). On June 1, 1992, 
the court approved the United States’ application 
and signed the proposed garnishment order, 
which permits the United States to garnish the 
full statutory maximum amount of our penalty 
claim of over $21 million. On June 2, 1992, 
before service of the writ on the bank, BWC 
transferred approximately $3.5 million to 
Separate accounts in violation of the court’s 
order, On June 4, 1992, the United States 
notified the court of this fact and filed a 
supplemental application for writ. The court’s 
orders garnishing the funds are still in effect 
pending review of the parties’ cross motions. In 
the meantime, the United States negotiated a 
successful settlement with Silver Bow Water, 
Inc., the new owner and operator of the Butte 
water system for injunctive relief, requiring Silver 
Bow to construct two drinking water filtration 
facilities on an expedited schedule, and mitigate 
turbidity in the Butte water system until the 
filtration plants are completed. The consent 
decree was entered by the court on May 15, 
1992. Under the terms of the settlement, Silver 
Bow is required to achieve complete compliance 
with the SDWA and the national primary drinking 
water regulation by December 31, 1994. The 
United States is continuing to pursue Butte Water 
for civil penalties for the SDWA violations. On 
July 6, 1992, the United States filed an extensive 
motion for partial summary judgment on liability. 
The court has not yet ruled on this motion. 


United States vy, Dexter Corp, (D. Conn.) -- The 
United States District Court of Connecticut 
entered a consent decree providing for payment 
of $9 million in civil penalties and injunctive 
relief to resolve pending Clean Water Act and 
Resource Conservation and Kecovery Act (RCRA) 
claims against Dexter Corporation, Windsor 
Locks, Connecticut. Of the $9 million civil 


penalty, $7.2 million will be paid for the Clean 
Water Act violations and $1.8 million will be 
paid for the RCRA violations. The $7.2 million 
Clean Water Act penalty is the highest penalty to 
be paid for violations under this statu: . 


United States vy, AVX Corp, (D. Mass.) -- The 
United States entered into a final settlement 
agreement in the long standing AVX litigation. 
The final consent decree in the New Bedford 
Harbor Superjund litigation is with the remaining 
two defendants, Federal Pacific Electric 
company (FPE) and_ Cornell-Dubilier 
Electronics, Inc. (CDE). Under the terms of this 
final settlement, FPE and CDE will pay $21 
million to the United States, on dehalf of EPA, 
the National Oceanic and _ Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA), and the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. In combination with two prior 
agreements negotiated by the United States in 
this case, the governments are recovering 
approximately $106 million toward cleanup and 
restoration of the Harbor. 


United S Charles G Trucking C 
(D. Mass.) -- The United States and the State of 
Massachusetts reached agreement with the 
defendants in this Superfund cost recovery action 
to recover past and future response costs in 
cleaning up the Charles George Landfill in 
Massachusetts, a 69-acre landfill that accepted 
domestic refuse from 1955 until the late 1960s. 
The defendants will pay $31.1 million in response 
costs and $1.2 million in natural resource 
damages. 


United States v. JMB/Urban Development Cy., et 
al, (S.D. Ohio) -- The United Staies sued one of 
the Nation’s biggest real estate development 
companies, alieging that it had filled or 
otherwise damaged approximately 37 acres of 
wetlands, without obtaining the permit required 
by Section 404 of the Clean Water Act in 
connection with a planned shopping mall in 
Columbus, Ohio. The decree, negotiated by the 
Environmental Defense Section, provides for JMB

to create 75-80 acres of high-quality wetlands ut 
@ site near the violation area, which will be 
maintained by the local school district as an 
educational opportunity for school children. In 
addition, JMB must pay $200,000 in civil 
penalties -- one of the highest figures ever 
assessed in a wetlands case in EPA's Midwest 
Region. (It should be noted that six-figure civil 
penalties are rare in wetlands enforcement.) 


United States y. Krilich (N.D. 111.) -- The 
Environmental Defense Section entered into a 


consent decree against a large land developer 
who filled several acres of wetlands at two 
separate sites in the Chicago suburbs for a golf 
course and other construction projects. The 
violator in this case agreed to restore some of the 
disturbed wetlands, and where restoration was 
not feasible, to “mitigate” wetlands loss by 
creating or enhancing other wetlands at a very 
favorable ratio of two “mitigation” acres for 
every acre lost. Further, Krilich will pay one of 
the larger penalties recorded in this EPA Region 
for a Section 404 violation -- $185,000. 


United States vy. Biggi (D. Ore.) -- The 
Environmental Defense Section negotiated a 


successful resolution of a wetlands violation in 
Oregon providing for extensive restoration, 
enhancement and creation of wetlands to remedy 
the loss of the resource. The defendants filled 
five acres of high-quality wetlands on a parcel 
which is set to be condemned for a local 
transportation project. The Biggis agreed to 
“mitigate” the lost wetlands at five separate sites 
on or near the stream affected by their violation, 
and to pay a $10,000 civil penalty. 


~ Criminal Litigation — 


United States y, Exxon Corporation and Exxon 
Shipping Company (D. Ak.) -- The Environmental 
Crimes Section, together with an Assistant United 
States Attorney for the District of Alaska, 
represented the United States in the prosecution 


of the Exxon Corporation and Exxon Shipping 
Company, for criminal violations arising out of 
the oil spill of the Exxon Valdez, when it ran 
aground in Prince William Sound on March 24, 
1989. The parties entered inio a plea agreement 
and consent decree on March 22, 1991, which 
was then rejected by District Judge Holland on 
april 24, 1991. Thereafter, the purties continued 
preparing for trial. The parties then entered into 
a second plea agreement which was approved by 
Judge Holland on October 8, 1991. Exxon 
Corporation pled guilty to one count of the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act (MBTA). Exxon 
Shipping Company pled guilty to counts under 
the Clean Water Act, the Refuse Act and the 
MBTA. At the time of the plea, Judge Holland 
sentenced the defendants in accordance with the 
plea agreement, which provided for combined 
criminal and civil fines, penalties and other 
recovery totaling $1.125 billion, of which $125 
million constituted criminal penalties and 
restitution. 


United States y, Rockwell International (D. 
Colo. ) -- Rockwell International Corporation pled 
guilty on March 26, 1992, to a ten-count 
information charging four felony counts under 
RCRA (illegal storage and treatment of 
hazardous wastes generated at DOE's Rocky 
Flats’ nuclear weapons facility), one felony Clean 
Water Act counr (knowing discharge of pollutants 
in violation of a permit), and five misdemeanor 
Clean Water Act counts (negligent discharge of 
pollutants in violation of a permit). On June 1, 
1992, Judge Finesilver accepted a plea 
agreement and sentenced Rockwell in accordance 
with the agreement to $18.5 million in criminal 
penalties; $2 million of the criminal fine is to be 
remitted to the State of Colorado to settle State 
claims against the company in connection with 
Rockwell’s operation of Rocky Flats. 


United States vy, U.S. Sugar (S.D. Fla.) -- In 
December 1991, U.S. Sugar, Inc., pled guilty to 
an eight-count RCRA felony information (six 
counts of illegal disposal of hazardous wastes 


and two counts a illegal transportation of 
ignitable waste). On February 3, 1992, pursuant 
to a plea agreement filed on December 10, 1991, 
U.S. Sugar was sentenced to a fine of $3.75 
million plus an assessment of $1,600. 


Uae Meta fberes 54... (C.D. 
Cal.) -- A criminal information/plea agreement 
and civil consent decree were filed or May 18, 
1992. Chevron pled guilty to 65 misdemeanor 
counts under the Clean Water Act for the 
unauthorized discharge of oil and grease wastes 
and sandblasted paint wastes from the Chevron 
Oil Drilling Platform Grace in the Santa Barbara 
Channel of Ventura. The guilty plea also 
included the illegal dilution of wastewater prior 
to required sampling, concealment of test results 
through selective sampling, and the bypassing of 
wastewater treatment equipment. Under the plea 
agreement, Chevron agreed to pay a fine of $6.5 
million and under the consent decree it agreed to 
pay a civil penalty of $1.5 million, as well as 


agreeing to stipulated penalties for any future 
violations. 


(D. Wyo.) -- On January 22, 1992, Pacific 
Enterprises entered a guilty plea to eight 
misdemeanor counts under the Federal Land 
Policy Management Act (FLPMA) for illegal 
disposal of hazardous waste, chemicals, and 
drums at three oil fields leased from the Federal 
Government. The company agreed to a $1.6 
million fine and restitution by the conveyance of 
1,000 acres of land along the Green River to the 
Federal Government. The company was also 
ordered to submit audits regarding the rest of its 
land concerns in Wyoming, to bring other fields 


into compliance, and to pay the cost of cleanup 


and $1.1 million in 
were imposed against the defendants. 


Pursuant to the plea agreement, Baytank was 
sentenced to a $1 million fine for six Clean 
Water Act violations which occurred between 
1983 and 1986, and one CERCLA conviction for 
failure to report the release of a hazardous 
substance. Former Executive Vice-President, 
Havaar Nordberg, and Roy Johnsen, Baytank's 
operations manager, were each sentenced to a 
$40,000 fine for their guilty pleas to two Clean 
Water Act violations. Donald Gore, Baytank's 
technical manager, was sentenced to a $20,000 
fine for one Clean Water Act violation. 


Qperation Whiteout -- In January 1992, after a 
2-year undercover investigation by the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, 29 defendants were indicted in 
Anchorage, Alaska, on criminal charges 
involving wildlife and drug offenses, involving 
illegally traded walrus ivory by both natives and 
non-natives. Twenty-five of the defendants have 
been tried and convicted or have pled guilty. 
Although native Alaskans are allowed to take 
walrus for subsistence purposes, including use of 
the ivory from walrus tusks to make authentic 
native handicrafts, they may not do so in a 
wasteful manner. Unfortunately, “headhunting,” 
the wasteful killing of large numbers of walrus 
only to take ivory and a few commercially 
valuable organs, sometimes occurs. In addition, 
native and non-native dealers sometimes illegally 
take raw and carved ivory or polar bear hides in 
exchange for money or drugs. The investigation 
in Operation Whiteout identified such 
transactions, led to the trials of perpetrators and 
will serve as a deterrent to future illegal activity. 
All defendants convicted of both Lacey Act and 
drug felonies were sentenced to approximaiely | 
year in prison. 


United States vy. Distamt Water (D. Ak.) -- The 
Wildlife Section was successful both in obtaining 
a major settlement in this forfeiture action 
against a fishing vessel seized for fishing in an 
area of the Bering Sea closed to protect walrus 


haul-out areas, and in defending the validity of 
the regulations establishing these protected 


statute excluding vessels like the Distant Water 
from fishing in areas around certain islands used 
by walrus to haul themselves out of the water 
during certain times of the year. After a Coast 
Guard investigation revealed that the Distant 
Water and other vessels had been fishing in the 
unauthorized area, and forfeiture actions were 
initiated, the vessel owners claimed that the 
regulations were invalid. The District Court in 
Alaska was not persuaded, and a settlement 
favorable to the United States was entered. 


— Eminent Domain -- 


United States y, 173.76 acres (Wermer) (N.D. 
W.Va.) -- This was a taking of 174 acres on 


behalf of the National Park Service or the 
Appalachian National Scenic Trail. At trial, the 
property owner presented valuation testimony of 
$10.7 million, claiming the highest and best use 
of the property was for a ski resort. In 
opposition, the government presented valuation 
testimony of $211,000, contending that the 
highest and best use of the property was not for 
a ski resort but for prestigious residential 
development. The court, persuaded by the 
government's evidence, awarded just 


compensation of $395,000. 


The United States secured very favorable 
settlements of two major cases in Hawaii which 
had been brought on behalf of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service for the establishment of wildlife 
preserves. In United States y. 15,715.54 acres 


Situated in Hawaii County, State of Hawaii, we 
negotiated a settlement of $10 million, where the 


government's appraisal was $9 million and the 
owner's claim was $15 million. The second is 


United States y. 436.97 acres situated in the 


County and Island of Maui, Hawaii, an 
acquisition of a 436.97-acre wetlands property 
containing the largest natural pond in Hawaii. 
The landowner claimed compensation of $25 
million based on a hypothetical “conceptual 
plan” to develop the condemned property, along 
with adjoining lands, as a residential/resont 
complex. The government's position was that the 
land was undevelopable and worth something less 
than $2 million. The case was settled on a 
favorable basis: the owner would donate an 
adjacent parcel of 263 acres of upland (for a 
total acquisition of 700 acres) for a payment of 
$6.9 million. 


Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Authority 
y. One Parcel of Land (Trilon Plaza) (D.C. 
D.C.) -- This was a taking of certain temporary 


easements in the parking lot of an office and 
shopping mall complex needed for construction of 
a subway station. The parties stipulated to the 
value of the easements taken ($72,042), but 
litigated the owner's claim of severance damages 
to the remaining property of $7.5 million. Our 
position and testimony at the trial was that there 
were no damages to the remaining property. In 
a complete victory for the government, the court 
awarded the owner ZERO damages. 


United States y, 15,320 Acres in San Diego 
County, etc, (S.D. Cal.) -- This condemnation 
action was brought for the purpose of quieting 
title to 15 acres of filled tidelands in downtown 
San Diego, owned by the United States, that had 
been conveyed to the United States years ago by 
the city with authorization from the State. The 
State claimed that the property remained subject 
to the "tidelands trust" easement, which would 
give the State the right to control the 
government's use of the property. The State's 


claim was thwarting the Navy Department's plan 
for redevelopment of the property in a joint 
private/public venture pursuant to which the 
Navy would secure needed office space at no cost 
to the taxpayer. The district court ruled in the 


government's favor, holding that the United 
States’ ownership of the prope ty is not restricted 
by the “tidelands trust" interest, freeing the 
property for development. 


~- General Litigation - 


National Coal Association y, Lujan (D. Colo.) -- 
On February 28, 1992, a district court affirmed 
Interior's interpretation of what constitutes 
“gross proceeds” for purposes of computing the 
royalty payment that is owed to the United States 
for minerals that are produced on federal land. 
That favorable ruling represented collections of 
$32 million in royalties annually. Because the 
decision affects all Federal lessees, it is a very 


significant ruling. 


United States v, South Florida Management 
District, et al, (S.D. Fla.) -- After 3 years of 
expensive and acrimonious litigation, the 
Attorney General and the Governor of Florida 
announced that a settlement had been reached in 
@ suit brought by the United States against two 
State parties to ensure that water reaching 
Everglades National Park and Loxahatchee 
National Wildlife Refuge would comply with State 
law. The settlement charts out in detail the 
nature of the ecological harm to the Park and the 
Refuge, the steps that the State must take over 
the next 10 years to repair, restore, and protect 
the Park and the Refuge, and the water quality 
that must be attained for the future. It has been 
hailed by many as a “landmark" achievement and 
"model" for the resolution of other similar 


: 
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against Jenna Corporation of Wisconsin and 
Glenn V. Corrie for nearly $2 million. The 
defendants had entered into a gambling 
management contract with the Wisconsin 
Winnebago Tribe, but had failed to procure 
approval of the contract by the Secretary of the 
Interior as required by 25 U.S.C. 81. Under the 
Statute, contracts with an Indian Tribe that are 
not approved by the Secretary of the Interior are 
“null and void" and all money paid to the non- 
Indian contractor may be recovered by the 
United States for the Tribes. The amount 
recovered represents the monies Jenna 
Corporation had taken out of the gaming 
operation since May 5, 1990. 


United States obo Torres-Martinez_ Band of 
Mission Indians y. Imperial Irrigation District 


and Coachella Valley Water District (S.D. Cal.) 
On August 25, 1992, the Federal District Court 
in San Diego, California, issued a final judgment 
ordering defendant Imperial Irrigation District to 
pay to the United States, as trustee for the 
Torres-Martinez Band of Mission Indians, 
damages totaling $2.0 million, and defendant 
Coachella Valley Water district to pay damages 
totaling $212,908. In this lawsuit, which 
culminaied in a 3-1/2 week trial in June 1992, 
the United States asserted that the two irrigation 
districts wrongfully had flooded Indian trust 
lands located within the Torres-Martinez Indian 
Reservation for decades by virtue of their 
discharges of previously stored waters into the 
Salton Basin. Defendant Imperial Irrigation 
District has filed motions for a new trial and to 
amend the judgment. 


-- Appeals -- 


Mesa Operating Limited Partnership __v. 
Department of the Interior (Sth Cir.) -- Here, the 
count of appeals upheld the Secretary of the 
Interior’s methodology for calculating the amount 
of royalties payable to the Federal Government 
for natural gas produced on federal land. In the 


Short term, Interior has informed us that this 
decision will mean an additional payment by the 
lessees to the Treasury of some $500 million in 
royalties. Over time, the payments are certain to 
be even greater because af the many producing 
leases on federal land. 


Matter of Penn Central Transportation Company 
(3rd Cir.) -- In this dispute over allocating the 
costs for cleaning up a PCB-contaminated rail 
yard, the court of appeals held that a 
reorganized corporation could be liable for the 
activities of its predecessor corporation, even 


though the bankruptcy court had discharged the 
debts of the bankrupt corporation. By adopting 
the government's view of liability, the court has 
made it more difficult to invoke the protection of 
the bankruptcy court as a bar to finding liability 
for acts that occurred prior to bankruptcy but 
could not have been presented to the bankruptcy 
count. As a result, reorganized entities are 
expected to pay substantial sums to reimburse 
EPA for costs that it expended to clean up 
hazardous waste Sites. 


Communities, Inc, y. Skinner (6th Cir.) -- The 
Appellate Section repulsed a challenge to a major 
airport expansion project in Louisville, Kentucky. 
The project was designed to expand significantly 
the airport’s capacity, thereby enabling a major 
air cargo carrier to increase its Louisville 
operations. By demonstrating to the court that 
the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) had 
complied with all of its environmental 
responsibilities when it approved the project, we 
were able to insure that this economic stimulus to 
the Louisville economy will go forward, 
uninterrupted. 


Seattle Federation y, Skinner (9h Cir.) -- In 
Seattle, the Appellate Section successfully 
defended the FAA’s major revisions to the air 
traffic routes serving the Seattle-Tacoma region 
and the international airport located there. The 
issue in this case was whether the FAA had 


properly studied the potential noise impacts from 
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these air traffic changes. In ruling that the FAA 
had satisfied all of its environmental obligations, 
the court declined to invalidate a comprehensive 
air traffic reorganization designed to improve the 
safe and efficient handling of aircraft in that 
region's airspace. 


POLICY INITIATIVES 


The Policy, Legislation and Special Litigation 
Section (PLSL) launched and participated in 
several major policy initiatives in supporting the 
North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
negotiations. In 1992, just after NAFTA 
negotiations concluded, the Division proposed to 
the Attorney General that all Law Enforcement 
Coordinating Committees, which are formed in 
each United States Attorney's Office to 
coordinate federal, state and local enforcement 
cooperation, be urged to create Environmental 
Subcommittees. We also suggested that the 
Environment Subcommittees in districts bordering 
Mexico and Canada invite counterpart officials 
from across the border. This would greatly 
enhance bi-national environmental enforcement 
efforts. The Attorney General endorsed the 
proposal, and United States Attorneys’ Offices 
have begun to implement it. PLSL also helped 
draft the 1992 United States-Mexico “Border 
Plan," a wide-ranging series of commitments by 
both governments aimed at preventing further 
border environmental degradation as a result of 
NAFTA. With EPA and the State Department, 
the Department became a member of the United 
States-Mexico Enforcement Work Group formed 
as part of the Border Plan. The Work Group 
meets regularly to ensure better environmental 
cooperation between the two governments.
